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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Species of Formula (2) in the reply filed on 
July 8, 2005 is acknowledged. 

2. Claim 7 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 42(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on July 
8. 2005. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. The rejection of claims 1-20 under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement 
has been withdrawn because of the amendment to the claims.

4. Claims 1 -6, 8-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Shiga et al. et al. (JP 2000-30740, 
translation and abstract). 
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Shiga et al. teaches a lithium secondary battery consisting of a positive 
electrode capable of absorbing/releasing lithium, a negative electrode comprising 
graphite and an organic electrolyte prepared by dissolving a lithium salt in an organic 
solvent and the organic solvent contains 15-50 vol% EC based on 100 vol% of the total 
volume and also contains 0.5-2.5 vol% phosphazene compound. Shiga et al. teaches 
in the translation on page 4, [0021-0023], a phosphazene compound of the annular 
trimer shown in chemical formula 1 or an annular tetramer (3 n=4), [(X)2-P=N]n where 
alkoxy group is in the side chain X of P atom and that that chlorine, bromine, etc. are 
considered as side chain of P atom also. Shiga et al. teaches in the translation on page 
4, [0020], that lithium salts such as LiPF6, LiBF4, etc. can be used. 

Since Shiga et al. teaches the exact same phosphazene derivative having both 
R4 be a halogen element, then inherently the same phosphazene derivative having a 
flash point of not lower than 100 degrees C or the potential window of the phosphazene 
derivative is such that its lowermost limit is at most +0.5 V or 0 V and its uppermost limit 
is at least +4.5 V or +5 V or the phosphazene derivative in the lithium salt solution is at 
least 2.0 or 4.0 mS/cm or the dielectric constant is at least 15 must also be obtained. 
In addition, the presently claimed property of the phosphazene derivative having a flash 
point of not lower than 100 degrees C or the potential window of the phosphazene 
derivative is such that its lowermost limit is at most +0.5 V or 0 V and its uppermost limit 
is at least +4.5 V or +5 V or the phosphazene derivative in the lithium salt solution is at 
least 2.0 or 4.0 mS/cm or the dielectric constant is at least 15 would have obviously 
have been present once the Shiga et al. product is provided.
